SHIFTING OF THE SEASONS 


S«rgt Dunn Sajs There Is Just aa MDoh 


Heat and Cold aft Ever. 


'Are the seasons changing9' said 


Sergt Dunn echoing the query "Well, 
as to the amount of heat and cold re* 
ceived and distributed over this part of 
the eirtli I cannot say that there is very 
much difference 
The seasons may vary 


somew hat, but w hen the end of the year 
conies around, and v>e begin to figure on 
profit and loss of heat and cold, it is not 
often that they do not counterbalance 
each other or come close to it 
How do 


I determine on the lobs of heat and cold? 
Well, bv taking the means of each 
month s temperature for a great many 
years and finding a normal, then for 
each day and each month calculations 
are made to show whether the heat re- 
ceived hati been deficient or in excess 
Thus we are enabled to give the changes 
in seasons 
For instance, the annual 


mean temperature foi this city is exact 
ly 50 1 deg= 
During 1888 there was a 


deficiency of 45 2 degs mean tempera 
ture, or about H degs for each day, and 
everyone knows the winter was mild 
This year there was an excess still great- 
er, and it amounts to nearly 2 degs for 
each da\ 
Bv comparing records for 


twenty years past I find the same excess 
01 deficiency taking place 


"The cold snaps during the past win- 


ter were of short duration, but they 
were sufficiently severe to overcome the 
excess of heat gained for ten or fifteen 
days, and it often occui s that the tern 
peiature will run down to 8 or 10 degs 
above zero and remain there long enough 
for solid ice to form 
Should that occur 


early m the season and ice i emam on the 
ground, people would say H was a cold 
winter but no matter how cold it may 
be if there is no ice or snovv then the 
old cry is heard about our grindfather's 


ys 
Now the seasons show little or no 


change, except that the cold spells are 
shorter, more seveie and come iatei in 
the season, thus admitting v greater 
number of days of moderate cold 
The 


same applies to the summer mouths So 
that makes it imperative for people who 
balance heat and cold by feeling or mem- 
ory to change their methods 
The. high 


est mean annual temperature foi the 
past nineteen j ears ib 52 9 and the lowest 
48 6, making a range of onlv 4 3 This 
fully verifies the statement that the same 
amount of heat and cold is received, and 
that if any change has taken place it 
must be at irregular intervals " 


'Do \\o receive our usual contribu 


tions of snow?' 


For the year 1888 there ivas a trifle 


short of four feet and for 1889 to date 
two feet seven mclus This shows a ma- 
terial shortage of snow m comparison 
with previous veais and a decided in 
crease in rainf ill 


' It is said that Professor Tjndall and 


others ascribe the aLund ince of rain and 
w arm vv eathei this season to a change m 
in the course of the Gulf Stream, which 
brings its current in arer to our coast 
Do you coiisidu s>uch to be the caset 


' No In the first pi ice, there is noth- 


ing on record to show that there baa 
been any change, (\eept of a temporary 
nature, in the coin so ot the stream and 
then the onl) infoirnition is based on <i 
repoit fiom one captain, who, while 
crossing the Gulf Stream near latitude 33 
degs 
found the temperature of the 


water in one place, that v, as about twenty 
miles v est of the stream, to be the same 
tempciatuie as that noted while m the 
stieam ceutet 
I \ ui should there be a 


change and the \\ urn cunent run 100 
miles nearer our coast, it would not ma 
tenally change our climate only at such 
times as the wind would blow on &fcore 
for an indefinite penod, as all the storms 
pass fiom our shores to the northeast, 
and the prevailing wind blowing from 
the southwest would of itself dispose of 
the theory of any change in the Gulf 
Stream as affecting our climate 


The same \\oather conditions that ex- 
111 this sectu n prevail everywhere 


cast of the Mississippi ane can readily 
beascnbed to tlio unusual number of 
storms crossing fiom the southwest over 
tne lakes into Canada, cutting off cold 
waves and allowing high barometric 
pressures to hold full sway over the 
nouthern static both forces tendmp; to 
Increase the 1 oat ill along the line from 
the Mibsiabippj to tiie Atlantic and from 
Hie Gulf of Me\ico to the lakes The 
mild climate of the British Isles is just 
!y attributed to the Gulf Stream_ tliero 
the presiding winds are from the ocean, 
from w est to c lit carrying v, ith them 
rhe warm moist atmosphere created by 
the stream 
Now our prevailing A.nds 


are off shore and the Gulf btream can 
never produce such an effect on this side 
of the ocean until the earth lotates in 
Uie opposite direction and our storms 
some from the east instead of the west ' 
—Brcokhn Eagle

DEATH OF A NOTED CflOOK. 


Man of Many Aliases Who Once 


. Stood Trial for Banic Bobbery 


in Decatur. 


Istory of tlie Trial—His Eventful Career. 


A telegram (rom Montreal, given in 
all below, announces the death of one 
Walter Sheridan, a noted bank robber 
nd smooth sneak thief, who under the 
ame of William A. Stanford, was tried 
n the Macon county circuit court on a 
hange of venue from Sangamon county, 
or larceny, in connection with the steal- 
ng of $1755 in cash, taken from the First 
National Bank at Springfield, September 
0,1869. One Charles Harper was im- 
lioated with Stanford in the robbery, 
nd both men were arrested. Bail was 
zed at 87500 for Harper and first at 
5000 for Stanford. 
The latter gave 


ail, and a forfeiture was taken on his 
ond. November 25,1869, Harper pleaded 
guilty and Judge Benjamin gave him 8 
ears at Joliet. Subsequently Stanford 
ppeared and his bail was fixed at $8000. 
[e put up the aaeh in person to a friend 
or his appearance. In vacation Judge 
ohu A. McClernand granted Stanford 
change of venue to Macon county, and 
IB case came up for trial in November 
870 before Judge Gallagher. Stanford 
xxxl charged with larceny. 
He was a 


ne looking young man and did not look 
ike a thief. He was attended during the 
rial by his wife and a bright little boy 
who captivated all hearts. The proof at 


IB trial developed the apparent fact that 
itanford was in the Springfield bank in 
onvereation Tvith the teller,when. Charles 
[arper entered at the rear door and 
tole $4755, making off with it. Witnesses 
•ere produced to show that Stanford 
nd Harper were acquainted prior to the 
obbery, which both denied.

Mechanics' Bank, Scranton, Pa. He was 
also implicated and obtained his share of 
510,000 stolen from the savings and Loan 
Bank, Cleveland, 0., in 1870. Shendau's 
most important work was the hypotheca- 
tion of 8300,000 of forged bonds of the 
Buffalo, New York and Erie Railway 
Company to the New York Indemnity 
and Warehouse Company m 1873. for 
which he obtained $84,000 good hard 
iaeh. He and Martha Hargraves, a 
woman he had picked up, went to 
Europe, taking with them 200 of the 
same $1000 forged bonds to place in the 
European market. Tiiey went to Switzer- 
land and put up at a house of an En- 
glish ticket-of-leave man. 
In their ab- 


sence the daughter of the ex-convict stole 
the bonds from Sheridan's trunk. When 
accused of the theft, she said that she 
had heard that the police were coming to 
the house to search it, and had burned 
them, when in fact she had given them to 
her 
father, who afterwards realized 


considerable money on them. Sheridan 
and Martha returned to America, and 
was shortly afterwards arrested in Wash- 
ington, D. C. for this forgery, taken to 
New York, tried, convicted and sentenced 
to five years in Sing Sing on Match 6, 
1877. 


He was again arrested in Philadelphia 


for stealing a box of diamonds, sentenced 
to three years in tue Eastern Penitentiary 
and fined $500 on October 6,1881. His 
time expired early in 1884. 


He was arrested again in St. Lonis,Mo., 


on November 19,1884, under the name 
of John Holcom, by the United States 
authorities, for having three counterfeit 
$500 bills in his possession, and sentenced 
to two years in the State prison in the 
latter part of November 1884. 


When arrainged here thecaseeonld not 


be proved and he was charged with vag- 
rancy. Sheridan got on his knees and 
pleaded for mercy, saying that labor in 
prison would kill him.

The Decline In tlie Rate of Interest. 
While the rate of interest on govern- 


ment bonds and city and railroad deben- 
tures has been steadily falling within the 
past two decades, the rates payable on 
real estate mortgages have declined in 
sympathy. This year, in New York and 
Bobton, liens on the best city property 
liave been placed at 4 per cent., 2 per 
cent, less than the rates current in 1SC9. 
In other lavge cities of the Union a situi- 
ar decline is observable; and, as between 
newly settled states and territories and 
the linancial centers of the nation, the 
disparity in the rules payable on well be- 
cured loam is much less today than it 
wastwenU years ago. The bignitioinit 
point in the matter under conMdi-ration 
is not so much that tho rate of intvri'ht 
has been falling as that inti-rcst lias be- 
come distinctly separated from the' wages 
of superintendence and the premium 
for incurred risk, which used to be com- 
bined with it. 


The return on a go\ernmcnt bond 


represents the bare remuneration of 
capital employed without hazard or 
care. 
An investor in fir.it class city 


mortgages receives a larger income than 
if he. had bought government bonds with 
his money, but he has not so easy a. time 
of it. He must have titles carefully and 
responsibly examined: his creditors may 
be unpunctual; occasionally he may have 
the trouble of a foreclosure on his hands. 
His investments are for comparatively 
short terms of yt'.irfl, and, between one 
investment and another, part of his 
capital may be unproductive; or in rein- 
\esting he may be obliged to accept u 
reduced rate. 
Hence the competition 


for secuiities eliminating hazard and 
bother, which is one of the notable facts 
in the modern world of finance.—George 
lies in Popular Science Monthly.
